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‘Rats are running 
rife in our garden’ 


A YOUNG couple say theirs and 
their children’s lives are being 
made a misery by a rat infesta¬ 
tion in one of their neighbour’s 
gardens. 

Natalie Cousins, 20, and her 
partner Ben Brasher, 22, say a 
shed in one of their neighbour’s 
gardens is “rife” with the 
rodents and that it is preventing 
them - and other neighbours - 
from being at ease in their gar¬ 
dens. 

The couple, who live in a 
Sanctuary Housing property in 
Parade Lane, Ely, say they have 
been complaining about the 
rats for around five months and 
that Sanctuary is not doing any¬ 
thing to control the vermin. 

Sanctuary says it has only 
recently been made aware of the 
issue and that they are now 
working to resolve it. 

But Natalie, who lives with her 
partner and sons, Charlie, 3, 
and Bentley, 18 months, said: 
“We’ve been complaining for 
around five months and abso¬ 
lutely nothing’s being done. It’s 
ridiculous and so frustrating.” 

Only last week, Natalie said 
she went out to give Charlie, 
who was lying on the grass, a 
glass of juice when a rat ran 
across the garden - and across 
his chest. 

She said: “It’s terrifying and I 
just don’t feel like it’s safe to let 
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my children into the garden. 
The rat ran out of nowhere and 
leapt straight across Charlie’s 
chest. 

“The amount of diseases that 
rats carry are unreal. If either of 
my boys’ cut themselves and 
some rat urine gets into the 
graze they could become seri¬ 
ously ill, and could even die. 

“The problem lies with a shed 
in our neighbour’s garden. 
Instead of putting rubbish out 
for collection this person just 
throws it all into the shed. 

“It’s not only making our fam¬ 
ily’s lives a misery but also our 
other neighbours, and it’s not 
our responsibility to sort the 
rats. 

“Sanctuary are our landlords 
- it’s their responsibility to not 
only get rid of the rats but also 
educate this person about the 
importance of getting rid of 
waste properly.” 

A spokeswoman for Sanctuary 
said: “We have recently been 
made aware of the situation and 
are working with the tenants to 
help resolve the issue.” 

Natalie has now written to MP 
Sir Jim Paice asking for his help.

“The victim challenged this 
behaviour and the man 
punched him several times 
in the face, causing his nose 
to bleed. 

“It is believed the man left 
the service at Ely. I would 
like to appeal to other 
passengers on the service 
who may have seen what 
happened to contact us.” The 
attack happened on Tuesday, 
25 June.

Terry meets 
his lifesavers 

A PENSIONER who almost 
died of a heart attack has 
been reunited with the 
paramedics who saved him - 
almost two years after the 
event. 

Terry Reeve, 74, had to be 
shocked seven times by 
ambulance crews after he 
fell into a deep cardiac 
arrest. 

He was at his home in 
Lansdowne Close, Ely, with 
his family in October 2011 
when he started to suffer 
severe chest pains. 

An ambulance was called 
and paramedics arrived 
within four minutes, but as 
soon as they arrived Terry fell 
into cardiac arrest. 

He had to be shocked seven 
times and was then taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital and 
later to Papworth Hospital 
before being allowed to 
return home with his wife, 
Pat. 

On Friday, the paramedics 
who saved Terry’s life, Simon 
Wicker, Gareth Cobley and 
Mark Wilkinson, were invited 
to his home to meet him and 
his family. 

Terry said: “I’m so grateful 
to the paramedics. They did 
everything and beyond to 
save my life. I just can’t 
thank them enough.” 

Simon said: “It’s almost 
instinctive, we did what we 
had to do to keep him alive.”

Illegal workers 
at Ely restaurant 



RAIDED: Basmati Indian Cuisine faces fines of up to £20,000 
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AN Indian restaurant in Ely 
faces fines of up to £20,000 after 
immigration offenders were 
found working there. 

Enforcement officers from 
Home Office Immigration (HOI) 
raided Basmati Indian Cuisine, 
in Broad Street, and discovered 
two offenders. 

As officers entered the restau¬ 
rant, two members of staff 
attempted to flee. 

One was apprehended as he 
tried to climb over a wall in the 
back yard of the property and 
another was found hiding under 
a bed in the staff accommoda¬ 
tion above the restaurant. 

Checks found that both men 
were immigration offenders 
from Bangladesh. 

One, aged 33, had entered the 
UK illegally and the other, aged 
26, had overstayed his visa. 

Both men were taken into 
immigration detention pending 
their removal from the UK. 

The raid happened on 
Thursday, July 11, following 
intelligence provided to the HOI. 

The restaurant now faces a 
potential fine of up to £10,000 for 
each of the illegal workers - 
unless it can demonstrate that 
appropriate pre-employment 
checks were carried out such as 


seeing a passport or Home Office 
document. 

Robin Humphris, from HOI 
enforcement, said: “Operations 
like this are carried out across 
the UK every day as we continue 
our work to track down and 
remove from the country those 
who seek to abuse our immigra¬ 
tion laws. 

“The public can be a huge help 
and I urge people with informa¬ 
tion about suspected immigra¬ 
tion offenders to get in touch.”

‘Let my son stay at 
the school he loves’ 
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A FURIOUS mum says education 
chiefs are depriving her autistic 
son of opportunities by trying to 
force him out of mainstream 
school. 

Christian Farrington, 7, has a 
complex diagnosis which 
includes higher functioning 
autism. 

However, since being at Ely St 
John’s Community Primary 
School, his mum, Gabrielle 
Pakpourtabrizi, said he has 
“advanced considerably” and he 
now has the academic abilities of 
a 15-year-old. 

Despite his progress, 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
wants to move Christian to a spe¬ 
cial needs school - even though 
his mum, doctors and even Ely St 
John’s insist he should stay where 
he is. 

Gabrielle, who lives with 
Christian and her other son, 
Dominic, 11, in Ely, has launched 
an appeal against the council’s 
move and has started an online 
petition to win as much support 
as possible. 

The authority has agreed that 
Christian can stay at Ely St John’s 
until the outcome of the appeal is 
known but Gabrielle, of Hertford 
Close, wants him to stay there 
until he has to leave for second¬ 
ary school. 

She said: “What the council 
wants to do would be depriving

Christian of his opportunities. 

“Christian has higher function¬ 
ing autism but he does not 
require specialist teaching - I 
know that, Ely St John’s know 
that and his doctors know that. 

“Like myself, they say taking 
him out of the school he loves 
and putting him in a special 
needs school will completely 
ruin him. 

“What he is achieving at Ely St 
John’s is priceless and no child 
deserves for that to be taken away 
from them.” 

Gabrielle says the council has 
offered Christian two options. 


One is to attend Gretton School in 
Girton, which specialises in 
teaching children with autism, 
and the other is that they would 
fund five hours of home school¬ 
ing a week. 

She said: “They’re only doing 
this is to save money as they don’t 
want to have to pay to support 
Christian as he progresses 
through mainstream school. 
They’re cornering me and it isn’t 
fair.” 

Ely News contacted the head at 
Ely St John’s, Liz Bassett, but she 
was unable to comment. 

A spokesman for the county 
council said: “It is agreed that 
Christian requires specialist pro¬ 
vision. His parents disagree and 
have lodged an appeal, which 
they are entitled to do. 

“However, until the appeal pro¬ 
cess reaches a conclusion, we are 
responsible for providing 
Christian with an education. 

“If his parents and the school 
agree, Christian can continue 
attending Ely St John’s. We there¬ 
fore expect him to return there in 
September. 

“However, all parties under¬ 
stand that this is a short-term 
arrangement until the outcome 
of the appeal is known.”

Plans for courthouse 
submitted to council 


AMBITIOUS plans to turn Ely’s derelict 
magistrates’ court into a “community 
hub” and council offices have moved 
one step closer. 

The City of Ely Council has now applied 
to East Cambridgeshire District Council 
to change the use of the Grade II listed 
building in Lynn Road. 

The 19th century courthouse has stood 
empty since March 2011 when it was 
closed by the Ministry of Justice and 
earlier this year the city council man¬ 
aged to purchase the building - for the 
modest sum of£l. 

The city council wants to re-locate its 
offices to the courthouse from Market 
Street, but according to Ely’s Mayor, Cllr 
Elaine Griffin-Singh, they would only be 
occupying “one wing”. 

The proposed change of use also 
involves community uses, which 
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includes museum and art gallery space, 
as well as music and concert facilities - 
news which is likely to be welcomed by 
locals. 

Elaine said: “Our plans for the court¬ 
house are certainly exciting. 

“The plan has always been to re-locate 
our offices there from Market Street but 
we would only be occupying one wing of 
the building which was the probation 
wing. 

“People have made it very clear over 
the last few years that they want to see 
the courthouse used by the local com¬ 
munity and we agree. 

“The change of use includes commu¬ 
nity uses and our plan is to have the rest 
of the building acting as a sort of com¬ 


munity hub, with a mixture of things 
like community offices, museum and art 
gallery space and facilities for live music 
and concerts. 

“The courtroom itself is the only tricky 
part as everything has to remain as it is 
and cannot be touched. We will be able 
to get round that though and would like 
to think the museum could maybe make 
best use of that space. 

“I feel proud that the city council has 
been able to buy the courthouse as we 
didn’t want to see it go like the old Corn 
Exchange in Ely did.” 

The district council could make a deci¬ 
sion on the plans within eight weeks.

Some questions answered 

I HAVE been reading recent letters pages with 
interest as a number of people who are critical 
of the introduction of a new recycling service 
in the district have given their views. 

While I can understand some people are 
worried about change and what it means, I 
would like to dispel a couple of myths which 
seem to have been picked up. 

The first is that our current recycling service 
meets the needs of our district in 2013. The fact 
that little over a third of our waste is recycled, 
and that our recycling rate is declining tells me 
this is simply not the case. Let us be 
completely honest with ourselves, not enough 
of us use the black boxes and brown sacks to 
recycle our rubbish. Planned changes will 
provide an improved and easier to use service, 
which is expected to result in more of us 
recycling more of our waste. 

The statistics show that wheeled bin services 
bring an instant increase in the levels of waste 
which can be reused and recycled. For 
example, in Huntingdonshire and South 
Cambridgeshire - they recycle more than 57% 
of their waste. 

The second myth is that we are some how 
forcing an unwanted service on an 
unsuspecting public. 

We have been very clear since the Spring of 
2012 that we were bidding for £5 million to 
fund a new wheeled bin recycling service. This 
has been well covered in the media as was the 
consultation to support our bid plus the news 
that we had won the money last December. 
Over the last few weeks we have been out and 
about meeting people and explaining the 
changes. For example, we were at Ely’s 
Aquafest and got really positive feedback with 
the vast majority of people saying how much 
they were looking forward to getting their 
wheeled bins. Yes there were questions and 
some concerns but this is what we were there 
to answer. 

Over the summer, we will be touring the 
district at various fetes and other events to 
answer questions and explain how things will 
change. Please come and talk to us - we will be 
there to help.

Jobs could go 
at council amid 
budget cuts 


REDUNDANCIES could be 
made at East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council as the authority 
seeks to make further sav¬ 
ings. 

Council bosses are now 
reviewing how the council 
will operate in the years 
ahead - mainly because 
the Government is propos¬ 
ing to cut budgets by a fur¬ 
ther 10 per cent. 

The ‘root and branch’ 
investigation into all the 
council’s services and 
spending will look at how 
best the organisation can 
balance its budget, deliver 
the services residents 
require and support 
growth in the district. 

Council leader James 
Palmer says there is a “real¬ 
istic chance” that council 
staff could lose their jobs - 
and that local organisa¬ 
tions and services could 
suffer. 

He said: “No one should 
be under the illusion that

this is an easy task. 

“We have to be honest 
and say there is a realistic 
chance that jobs could be 
lost at the council, we 
maybe forced to withdraw 
from some non-statutory 
services and we will have 
to look very closely at how 
we spend our grant budg¬ 
ets.

A TRAVELLER accused of 
murder said his uncle 
attacked their burglary vic¬ 
tim with a crowbar before 
standing in the hallway 
wielding his weapon and 
telling him, “don’t look.” 

Frankie Parker and Gary 
Smith, who both lived on the 
Fen Road travellers’ site in 
East Chesterton, Cambridge, 
are on trial for the murder of 
widower Llywelyn Thomas 
at his Chittering home on 
December 17, 2011, a charge 
they deny. 

Giving evidence, Parker, 
who is Smith’s nephew, said 
he was ransacking a room 
upstairs when he heard a 
thud and a couple of min¬ 
utes later his uncle shouted, 
“I’m going to kill him.” 

Parker, who admitted to 
committing burglaries since 
the age of 14, said he thought 
Smith was “joking about”. 

But when he emerged from 
the room where he had sto¬ 
len watches, he said he saw

Wheelie bins: 
( We need them’ 


A FORMER councillor has spo¬ 
ken out over plans to bring 
wheelie bins to East 
Cambridgeshire - and is calling 
for residents to be “more posi¬ 
tive”. 

News that wheelie bins will be 
rolled out across the Ely area this 
autumn has, to date, proven to 
be extremely controversial. 

While some people say it will 
make recycling easier for them, 
others say they are unsightly, 
awkward to store and manoeu¬ 
vre, and some residents have 
even said they will refuse to use 
them. 

But Jim Morris, who was a par¬ 
ish councillor in Melbourn 
before he moved to Haddenham, 
with his wife, Christine, around 
three years ago, insists wheelie 
bins are needed. 

East Cambs District Council is 
hoping the new wheelie bin ser¬ 
vice will increase the district’s 
recycling rate from 37 per cent to 
50 per cent - and Mr Morris

believes it will. 

He said: “I think East Cambs 
District Council is to be con¬ 
gratulated on bringing wheelie 
bins to the district.

“For everyone else, I think they 
need to be more positive, 
embrace the change and see 
what a positive impact it will 
have.

Village hostel is 
now back in use 


A HOSTEL has re-opened 
around three years after it was 
closed to help accommodate 
homeless people in the Ely area. 

Littleport Hostel, in Granby 
Street, Littleport, has been re¬ 
opened by Sanctuary Supported 
Living to provide accommoda¬ 
tion for up to six families at a 
time. 

The building has been refur¬ 
bished thanks to a cash injection 
of £42,000 from East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

Council chiefs decided to bring 
the hostel back into use after a 
steep rise in the number of peo¬ 
ple being made homeless led to 
the authority housing clients in 
bed and breakfast (B&B) accom¬ 
modation. 

As previously reported, the 
council has had to spend hun¬ 
dreds of thousands on tempo¬ 
rary B&B accommodation in just 
under two years.

Despite only being open for a 
couple of weeks, the hostel is 
already full. 

Local service manager Jenny 
Rhodes, who also oversees SSL 
supported housing schemes in 
Ely, Burwell, Sawston and 
Cambridge, said: “Despite open¬ 
ing at the end of June, we were 
fully occupied with residents in 
the space of a week. 

“This shows the need for home¬ 
less accommodation provision in 
the area and I look forward to 
working with the council to 
address this need.” 

Cllr James Palmer, district 
council leader, said: “Over the 
last year we have seen the pres¬ 
sures in the housing market 
build and as a local authority we 
are committed to looking at a 
number of ways to help our resi¬ 
dents from becoming homeless. 

“Initiatives such as the reopen¬ 


ing of the Littleport Hostel and 
other measures are very impor¬ 
tant to help prevent homeless¬ 
ness. 

“We hope the refurbished facil¬ 
ity will help make a real differ¬ 
ence and support families who 
need assistance at often very dif¬ 
ficult times.” 

The hostel provides families 
with a room of their own and 
access to communal facilities 
until alternative accommoda¬ 
tion, including private rented, 
supported accommodation and 
social housing is found. 

Residents may stay in the hostel 
for up to one year before they are 
moved on to alternative accom¬ 
modation. 

Refurbishments to the hostel, 
carried out by local firm Walkers 
Construction, have included re¬ 
painting the downstairs area 
and updating basic amenities 
including flooring, electrical 
wiring and a boiler.

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Man jailed 
for four years 
for harassing 
ex-girlfriend 


AN ex-boyfriend has been jailed for four 
years for terrorising his former partner 
by setting fire to a car outside her home. 

Dean Robins’ arson attack, which 
spread to other cars next to her home, 
was the latest in a campaign of terror 
causing “endless misery” to his former 
partner, who he was banned from going 
near. 

The 37-year-old, who carried out the 
arson with the help of 24-year-old Gary 
Crick, was told by a judge that he was a 
danger to anyone he formed a relation¬ 
ship with. 

Robins, of Downham Road, Ely, was 
driven by Crick, of Wellard Palace, Ely, 
to get petrol before he was taken to 
Saffron Piece in Sutton, where his for¬ 
mer on-off girlfriend of five years lived. 

He then set fire to the car next to her 
house in the early hours of May 17 to 
cause as much fear as possible to his ex, 
who was at home with her child at the 
time. Robins admitted arson and three 
breaches of a restraining order at a pre¬ 
vious hearing. 

Judge Gareth Hawkesworth, sentenc¬ 
ing at Cambridge Crown Court, said he 
had an “appalling” criminal record. 

He said: “You set the car alight so close 
to her house so it would be intently

obvious to her and the child and terrify 
her, particularly in light of earlier 
threats that you had wanted to kill her 
and burn her house down.” 

Judge Hawkesworth said he viewed 
him as a risk to anyone he chose to have 
a relationship with. He said he must 
serve two thirds of the sentence in pris¬ 
on when he will be released on extend¬ 
ed licence until 2021. 

Turning to Crick, who has bipolar dis¬ 
order, the judge said: “You are easily led 
and like to impress people and that is 
probably why you committed this 
offence.” Crick, who admitted arson, 
was sentenced to 16 months in jail sus¬ 
pended for two years and told to com¬ 
plete a thinking skills programme. 

Det Con Kelly Power, investigating, 
said: “Robins has caused endless misery 
to his former partner. 

“Since their relationship ended he has 
persistently contacted her despite being 
the subject of harassment orders. 

“He caused a huge amount of damage 
to the cars and I hope the sentence will 
go someway to relieve the victim of the 
terror she has been feeling.”

When asked if the recent extreme 
weather conditions experienced in 
Europe would have any impact on his 
cycling, Georgel was confident, saying: 
“At the moment they are experiencing a 
heat wave, so it should be drier by the 
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time I get there. 

“Usually it gets wetter towards the end 
of September into October, so I should 
be okay.” 

Georgel has been putting in a lot of 
practice for this tour. He cycles, on aver¬ 
age, 40 miles a day and has cycled to 
London and Kings’ Lynn. 

He plans to cycle to Cornwall before he 
embarks on his challenge. 

Explaining why he is taking on the gru¬ 
elling cycle ride, the ex-Scout said: 
“Scouting is the answer to a better 
future. It trains young people to build a 
better, cleaner future for themselves and 
future generations by giving them the 
tools to interact with others. 

“It develops young people into caring 
and considerate adults. Being a Scout 
means getting a first-hand knowledge 
and understanding of nature and the 
outdoors by teaching them the skills to 
explore open spaces, not just look at 


them on the television.” 

Georgel starts the epic journey on 
August 23. It will take him from Ely to 
Transylvania, passing through France, 
Belgium, Germany, Austria and Hungary 
on the way. 

Most of the journey will be a solitary 
effort but a friend is planning to join him 
for the last stage to Transylvania which, 
incidentally, has the highest bear popu¬ 
lation in Europe.

Rare chicks get 
twitchers flustered

A BROOD of rare shore birds are 
exciting twitchers at the Wildfowl 
and Wetlands Trust (WWT) in 
Welney. 

Some black-tailed godwit 
chicks have hatched at the 
reserve - making them some of 
the rarest young birds in the 
country. 

Up to five pairs of black-tailed 
godwits have nested at the 
reserve in recent years. They rely 
on very specific wetland 
conditions provided by sites like 
the Ouse Washes and Lady Fen, 
hence their successful breeding. 

Steve Wiltshire, a warden at the 
reserve, said: “Providing the ideal 
habitat for these birds is 
incredibly challenging, so it is 
nice to see the hard work of the 
whole team rewarded. 

“The adult black-tailed godwits 
are long-legged birds with a long 
beak and a brick-orange plumage 
making them quite an attractive- 
looking bird. The smaller chicks 
look like little balls of fluff 
following the parents around.

A HERITAGE project 
wants to hear from or 
about Polish families 
who came to East 
Cambridgeshire in the 
years after the Second 
World War.

THE apocalypse is nigh in The World’s End, 
the concluding chapter of director Edgar 
Wright and actor Simon Pegg’s so-called 
Three Flavours Cornetto Trilogy, which began 
with the hilarious Shaun Of The Dead then 
stuttered with Hot Fuzz . 

Alas, the third outing is a charmless exercise 
in male bonding spiked with elements of The 
Stepford Wives as five childhood pals reunite 
to complete a legendary pub crawl in their 
sleepy hometown - only to discover the locals 
have been replaced by robots. 

The film's fictional community of Newton 
Haven boasts the UK's first roundabout, built 
circa 1909, and Wright and Pegg's haphazard 
script fittingly goes round in circles as the co¬ 
writers attempt in vain to bring their hotch¬ 
potch of madcap ideas to satisfying fruition. 
The tone veers wildly between sci-fi, comedy, 
action and horror, anchored by an exuberant 
performance from Pegg as the most instantly 
unlikeable and irritating anti-hero to swagger 


out of British cinema in recent memory. 

A prologue set in June 1990 sketches the 
bonds of friendship between five teenagers, 
who fail to complete a crawl of 12 local pubs, 
culminating in a final glorious pint at The 
World's End. 

Two decades later, the ringleader of that 
motley crew, Gary King (Pegg), decides to 
bring the lads back together to complete the 
booze-fuelled feat known as The Golden Mile. 

With pals Andrew (Nick Frost), Steven 
(Paddy Considine), Oliver (Martin Freeman) 
and Peter (Eddie Marsan), who have all grown 
up, got jobs and settled down, in tow their 
challenge barely gets under way when Gary 
unmasks the strangely emotionless residents 
as robotic doppelgangers and all hell breaks 
loose. 

The World's End is peppered with cameos, 
none of which produce big laughs or distract 
from implausibilities in the plot. 

Pegg and Frost may have their banter down 
pat, but the visual gags barely raise a smile 
and relationships between the characters are 
thinly sketched.

CUER in a race to get 
set for Solar Challenge 


YOU have to admire 
the ingenuity and 
tenacity of the CUER - 
Cambridge University 
Eco-Racing - team in 
building its 

'Resolution’, writes 
Mike Scialom. 

The rules for entrants 
into the bi-annual 
Solar Challenge in 
Australia were 
changed less than 12 
months ago, and 
entrants for the 
Darwin-to-Adelaide 
run now must be four- 
wheeled vehicles. The 
last run, in 2011, 
involved two-wheeled 
vehicles, so it was back 
to the drawing board 


for CUER and the 
design and construc¬ 
tion of the Resolution 
had to take place while 
the team were also 
studying, so a labour of 
love it has been. 

However, the result is 
looking good. Team 
manager Keno Mario - 
Ghae says that he is 
confident ahead to the 
race which takes place 
in October. Looking at 
the competition, he 
told an assembled 
audience at Millbrook 
Proving Ground on 
Saturday he was happy 
because “we designed 
all these (other cars) 
but we threw them 


away because what we 
came up with is bet¬ 
ter”. 

The Resolution is the 
UK’s only entrant, and 
its USP is that the solar 
panels will turn to 
track the sun, giving it 
15-20 per cent more 
energy when com¬ 
pared to static panels. 

The Resolution has 
already reached 
55mph and is in the 
frame for the Guinness 
World Record for the 
“most efficient solar 
array in the world” 
title. 

The team is still pre¬ 
paring for the gruel¬ 
ling race, which 


involves drivers doing 
four-hour shifts over a 
period of around four 
days. The vehicle has 
only basic facilities, 
and drivers aren’t 
expected to stop and 
get out during their 
stint. Asked whether 
they would be allowed 
toilet breaks a CUER 
spokesperson said that 
wasn’t in the game- 
plan: “We need them 
(the drivers) to be pro¬ 
fessional to the point 
where it’s not about 
you any more.” 

■ CUER has appealed 
for funding to help 
overcome an £80,000 
deficit in its financial 


plans. 

“We have an £60,000 
funding hole to get this 
car flown out in 60 
days for the start of the 
race in 90 days time,” 
Mario-Ghae told an 
audience which 
included Hermann 
Hauser, who is funding 
the solar panels, and 
Charles Cotton, who is 
providing technical 
advice. “The spare 
parts need to get 
shipped out in the next 
two to three weeks.”
